IQ.  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  recognize  the 
outstanding  performance  of  economic  officer  Deborah  Winters 
and  political  officer  Alica  Lejlic  in  supporting  the  Blue 
Lantern  program  during  the  last  year.
